2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-2, 5-13,15 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by HCAPLUS DN 137:119657. HCAPLUS DN 
137: 1 19657 teaches a method of treating neoplastic disease using a glucan and an anti-tumor antibody. 

Claims 3-4 and 14 lack inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over HCAPLUS DN 137: 1 19657 in view of Wang 
et al and MEDLINE AN 2000285552. HCAPLUS DN 137: 1 19657 teaches a method of treating neoplastic disease using a glucan 
and an anti-tumor antibody. The claims differ over HCAPLUS DN 137: 1 19657 in reciting a specific antibody, conformation of 
neutral soluble glucan and route of administration. However, Wang discloses that use of the specifically recited monoclonal 
antibodies are accepted clinical practice in patients with neoplastic disease. Additionally, MEDLINE AN 2000285552 discloses that 
soluble glucans exist in the recited conformations. Moreover, once a method of using a compound is known it is within the skill of 
the artisan to determine the optimum route of administration. 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus find industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
